The 
Transvaal is a party to the Geneva 
convention. 


The last message from Kimberley,

The summing1 up by Lord "Wolseley 


will have a very quieting effect.

London, Oct. 24.—Advices from Soutn 


Africa state that on Sunday a force of 
fully 9000 Boer* attacked Glencoe and 
Dundee and compelled the British forces 
under General Yule to retreat. 


The Boer forces were led by General 


Joubert and President Kruger. They 
swept upon U&e British positions with an 
impetuosity that was irresistible, and 
the English troops, after suffering heavy 
losses, were compelled to fall back. 


The utmost anxiety is felt for General 


Yule's command. It is thought possible 
that his line of retreat to Ladysmith was 
cut off. If so, it is possible that all his 
force was annihilated. 


Ladysmith itself is now menac«d. The 


augmented Boer force is evidently burn- 
ing to retrieve the reverses at Glencoe 
and Elaadslaagrte. 


The battalion of the Eighteenth Hus- 


sars which pursued the retreating Boers 
from Glencoe has never been heard from. 
It is feared the whole troop was killed or 
captured. 


An amended list of the British casual- 


ties at the battle of Elandslaagte places 
the number of officers killed at five and 
wounded at 30, and the number of non- 
commissioned officers and men killed at 
87 and wounded at 175, the total number 
of casualties being 247. Ten men are 
missing. 


A dispatch to The Times from Coles- 


burg, Cape Colony, says: 
The situa- 


tion is grave. 
The Boers will be re- 


inforced from Driekop. 
No defense is 


possible. 
The town guard will retire 


on Naauwpoort. on the approach of the 
enemy. 
The Driekop force Is estimated 


at 1500 men. The report of the fighting 
at Glencoe has been placarded at Bethu- 
lie, the frontier town on the east London 
line, as a brilliant Boer victory. 


It appears certain, however, that the 


brilliant victory at Elandslaagte was 
productive of no effect far the relief of 
Glencoe and the very reticence and 
brevity of Lord Wolseley's communica- 
tion are only too ominous. It seems to 
be worded, to prepare the public for bad 
news; and it is only too likely that Gen- 
,eral Yule has been compelled to aban- 
don the wounded' an>d the prisoners at 
Dundee because his force is too weak to 
hold the four and a half miles separat- 
ing Dund«e from Glencoe. 


Probably General Yule believes he can 


better protect Dundee from an enemy 
advancing from the northwest by con- 
centrating all his available strength at 
Glencoe, where there are now 3500 men 
and! three batteries. In the meantime 
efforts will be made to reopen the rail- 
way and to get reinforcements from 
Ladysmith. 


It is expected that Commandant 


Erasmus has by this time joined Com- 
mandant General Joubert, and that their 
combined columns amounts to some 
10,000 or 11,000 men, while the Free State 
Boers, now threatening Ladysmith from 
the east and a column reported to be 
coming through Zululand, must also be 
reckoned with, 


In short, General White has been un- 


able to follow up his successes and is 
obliged to remain at Ladysmith •with- 
out being able to restore railway com- 
munication, which is probably broken 
at other points besides Elandslaagte. 


Thus the enemy, although their original 


plan, which is supposed to have been 
Colonel Schiel's, failed, may bei fairly 
credited w.ith havinsr isnlatpfl nereral 
Yule's brigade and divid'ed the British 
forces in Natal. General Yule may find 
himself in a tight place, needing all his 
experience in Indian and Burmese fight- 
}ng to extricate himself. 


It is quite evident that the war office 


has news •which hag been withheld from 
the public, and if the situation as here 
Iketched is confirmed, Boer divisions may 
be expected at other frontier points. 


Up to midnight the war office was be- 


sieged with inquiries, the heavy lists of 
British losses causing muaJi heartburn- 
ing. 


"If this," said a worklngman, who was 


read'ing the 1'ist, "Is the price of suzer- 
ainty, good God, we are paying in full." 


It is regarded as not impossible that 


General White may yet be compelled to 
concentrate all the Natal forces at Lady- 
smith and await fhe arrival of the army 
corps. 


The British victories in Natal, follow- 


ing each other in quick succession and 
accompanied by heavy losses on the 
ride of the victors, bear striking testi- 
mony to the valor of the vanquished 
Boers. 
They appear to have 
fallen 


vict'ms to the very plan which they 
counted on to drive the British Into the 
sea. 
They have been'beaten in detail 


by counter strokes, carefully considered 
and brilliantly carried out, in the face of 
courageous opposition, which has done 
much to increase British respect for 
the burghers, whose splendid valor and 
determination, it is universally admit- 
ted, reached the highest level. 


Fuller accounts of Saturday's battle 


at Ilandslaagte emphasize the splendid 
gallantry exhibited on both sides, and 
the superiority of the British in a pitched 
battle, although the Boers fought with 
the greatest tenacity to the last, only 
yielding when further fighting was hope- 
less. • 


The parliamentary 
secretary, Mr. 


Wyndhom, made a statement in the 
house of commons yesterday, saying' 
".Lord Wolsley sums up the position 
iii Natal as follows: 
'In the battle of 


Elandslaagte, 'Oct. 21, two guns were 
captured from the Boers, who lost heav- 
ily. 
A large column of the enemy ap- 


peared advancing from the north and 
west of General Yule, who consequently 
had fallen back from Dundee, and was 
concentrating at Glencoe Junction. In 
this operation we gathered in the wound- 
ed. 
General White was In position at 


Ladysmith, and is being reinforced from 
Pk-terrnartizburg. 
The enemy appears 


i to be In large numerical superiority.'" 


Colonel Chisholmv the only British 


officer killed, was formerly attached to 
the Ninth lancers. He served with dis- 
tinction in the Afghan war, and or- 
gar.lzed the present Imparial Light 
Horse guards, a majority of whom are 
refugees from the rand. 
The death of 


General Viljoh is a severe blow to the 
burghers, and the death of General Kock 
and the capture of General Pretorious 
will handicap the further movements 
of this columo. 


According to advices from Durban, 


Natal, the Boers have entered Zululand, 
a 
large 
column advancing toward 


Mcloth. 


Tne report that the Boers are suing 


for peace, or that they are likely to yield 
at present is not to be credited, though 
the Bofers will probably retreat to their 
line of defences In the mountain passes 
of Laing's Nek and Drakenburg, which 
they have blocked with great boulders 
and where, if they so desire, they would 
be able to hold out until the advance of 
General Buher, through the Orange Free 
State, should compel them to leave the 
Natal side to meet the invasion from the 
south. 


The sensational rumors of the designs 


of foreign powers inimical to British in- 
terests meet with scant credence, 
though it is admitted it is difficult to ex- 
plain the immense force on land and 
sea which Great Britain is now mobiliz- 
ing. 
In Vienna it is reported that the I 


British naval movements are due to a J 
rur:or that Russia, with the assent oJ J 
France, is about to acquire from Spain [ 
Ceuta or some other naval station on the | 
African coast. 
Elsewhere it Is stated 


that the movements of the French Med- 
iterranean fleet in the neighborhood of 
the Levant, where it could easily be 
joined by the Russian Black Sea fleet, 
via the straits of the Dardenelles, it 
occasioning suspicion. 


A Cape Town dispatch gays that the 


capture of General Sen Viljoen Is a 
cause of great satisfaction to the out- 
landers. 
He is the author of a blas- 


phemous and violent pamphlet, virtually 
intended to incite th» Dutch of the col- 
ony to rebellion. 


It is difficult to gauge exactly the 


amount of feeling excited among the 
Dutch by the recent British victories. 
Their behavior, on the whole, is ex- 
cellent, considering the great amount 
of sympathy they feel for their kinsmen 
in tho Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State. 
The Britishers receive the news 


of each success in Natal and of the grand 
stand at Mafeking with the wildest en- 
thusiasm, but the Dutch are silent. Now 
and then a few, who are more vSiolent 
that the rest, express their 
sorrow 


openly, but the generaS feeling is per- 
haps one of relief at the thought that the 
British success will not compel them to 
face the possibilities of giving active 
support to the enemy. 


A Brussels dispatch says' thqlt Dr. 


Leyds, the diplomatic representative of 
the Transvaal in Europe, is quoted in an 
interview as saying it is difficult to give 
an opinion on the battles fought at Glen- 
coe and Elandslaagte, as the dispatches 
all emanate from British sources. He is 
said to have added: 


"My own dispatches have not arrived, 


probably owing to the censorship.

the meanwhile I do not consider the 
situation as bad for the Boers as made 
out by the English telegrams, which are 
intended for the English

FRIARS AREJffSPOBIBU 


For the Prosperity of Certain 


Classes of Filipinos 


Washington, Oct. 24.—The- following 


statement is given out by Archbishop 
Chappelle of New Orleans, apostolic 
delegate to Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines: 


"In answer to General Funston's state- 


ment made in an address to the students 
of Stanford university that 'if congress 
would drive out the friars and confiscate 
every inch of church property the bot- 
tom would drop out of the insurrection 
within one week; the inhabitants of 
Luzon are completely under the church,' 
1 deem it proper to make the following 
public statement: 


"Knowing General Funston's broad- 


mindedness and sense of fairness, I do 
not believe that he has been quoted cor<- 
rectly. He may have stated that the 
insurgents demand this as a condition 
of peace, but that he gave them as his 
own sentiments I cannot credit. From 
my own experience, I know how easy 
it is to be misquoted. All I can say is, if 
General Funston did make this state- 
ment, he manifested a dense ignorance 
of the work done by the religious orders 
in the archipelago. On the very face of 
it, however, it shows quite plainly that 
it did not come from one as well posted 
as General Funarton sbnuld be on affairs 
in Luson. 


"He is quoted as saying: The Inhabl- 


,tants of Luzon are completely under the 
church." 


"Now I would ask how can tihisbe pos- 


sible when every priest (with the excep- 
,tion of a few natives) in the island of 
Luzon outside of the walled city of 
.Manila is a prisoner of the insurgents. 
For the past 18 months this state of af- 
fairs hag existed, and during all this 
period more than 350 friars have been 
undergoing unheard-of torture in in- 
surgent dungeons. This being a fact, 
it is hard «r me to see how the island» 
can be under the friars.' 


"That the insurgents have asked aa 


one of their terms of peace the expulsion 
of the friars and the confiscation to the 
Insurgents of all the church property is 
a fact well known; but we are told by 
the government officials (and I know it 
to be a fact from other reliable sources) 
that the insurgents represent only one 
.tribe out of the 85 tribes peopling the 
.archipelago; so the sentiments voiced 
by the insurgents about the frlart and 
church property cannot t»e taken as tho 
^entiments of the great body of the na- 
tives no more than they can be taken as 
the sentiments of the natives towards 
our people and government. 


"What the natlvei are or have they 


owe to the friars. By them they were 
.lifted out of savagery and brought un- 
dw influences of Christianity. By their

they were educated, not omy In the 
schools, but in the fields and the work- 
shops, were taught by them the very in- 
dustries which are now the source of 
.their prosperity. 


"As to tfiie confiscation of the estates 


you migl/c as well talk of confiscating 
the estates of the Vanderbilts, the 
Astors and other millionaires, whose 
estates have, in the course of years, 
grown so wonderfully. There would be 
just as much right and justice in one case 
as in the other. The estates of the re- 
ligious orders have been acquired in the 
usual way by purchase, and in the course 
of nearly four centuries have naturally 
grown large, hut if even unbiased 
Protestan,t witnesses are to be credited, 
large as they are, all are used for the 
betterment and uplifting of the natives. 


"A former British, consul (a Protestant) 


writing on this subject, says: 'It was 
by means of these estates the friars in- 
troduced agriculture and settled habits 
of life among tribes originally nomadics; 
that they got them to live in villages and 
introduced amongst them the arts of 
civilization; that they acquired the 
power of inducing them to labor with a 
certain amount of regularity and 
method—the great safeguard against a 
relapse again into their original state 
of savagery. The natives,' he says, 'are 
with some rare exceptions in need of 
tutelage, without which they would fall 
back to the customs of their ancestors, 
a tutelage that no one can exercise bet- 
ter than the friars. Within the pre- 
cincts of the monasteries are to be found 
carpenter shops, forges, .brick and tile 
yards, etc., to teach the natives various 
trades. The villages formed around 
them presented a pleasing picture of 
happiness and content, in startling con- 
trast with those who were still pagan 
and uncivilized' 


•'In a short time I will start for the 


Philippines, and I will personally inves- 
tigate all charges made against rf- 
ligtoug orders, titles of property, eto. 
Until I have completed my work I would 
a»k the good people of the United States 
not to be too ready to swallow as facts

NEW INSTRUMENT OF DEATH 


Btranflre Outfit Found In a Convict'* 


Pocket In New York. 


Warden Hagan of the Tombs has to 


bis possession a novel weapon, perhaps 
the most dangerous ever taken from a 
prisoner, says the New York World. 
The origin of this deadly implement 
wad an ordinary hypodermic syringe. 
It Is the hypodermic syringe adapted 
to crime. The slender, hollow needle 
with which the puncture is made and 
the drug injected in ordinary use is 
made into a sort of tiny blow pipe dart 
which, when the piston is pressed, will 
fly for a distance of several feet with 
sufficient force to puncture the flesh 
and remain buried in the almost imper- 
ceptible wound it makes. Its hollow 
core is large enough to carry sufficient 
quantity of a drug to cause speedy un- 
consciousness or death itself. 


Pressed against a person's arm or 


leg—or body in a crowd and the piston 
shoved hard the deadly dose would go 
through any ordinary thickness of 
clothing and carry its fatal dose deep 
into the flesh. Commissioner Lantry, 
Dr. Campbell of the prison medical 
corps and a number of experts in crim- 
inal devices nave examined the weap- 
on, and all prononnced it not only 
something new in the implements of 
crime, but something more deadly in 
its possibilities than they have ever 
seen. "We found the thing hid away 
in the coat lining of a notorious crim- 
inal of New York," said Warden Ha- 
gan the other day. "He was arrested 
for highway robbery and is now serv- 
ing a sentence. It showed evidence of 
recent use." 


The warden, by way of illustration, 


barely touched the end of the piston, 
and the dart sbot out and remained 
sticking in the coat of a reporter seated 
fully four feet away. "All the autop- 
sies in the world^would not be likely 
to reveal the cause of death in a per- 
son killed with this thing," he said. 
The implement was made for crimi- 


nal purposes. Not long after the pris- 
oner who had it was sent to prison a 
villainous looking scoundrel came here 
and asked for the syringe. He had an 
order from tliet convict for it, but I 
would not let him have it" 


The syringe, two long, slender vials, 


a number of needles and a small ex- 
tension tube, were compactly stowed 
away in a little aluminium case that 
could be slipped into the waistcoat 
pocket. 
The extension tube is made 


to fit into tne end of the' syringe, there- 
by extending it and m&King of it a 
miniature rifle barrel, from which the 
deadly darts could be thrown to a 
much greater distance than from the 
syringe itself. This particular outfit, 
Commissioner Lantry says, is clearly 
of foreign make.

There is a very great advantage In 


patronizing the same shop all the time 
and not rushing about frdm store to 
store in the hope of saving a few pen- 
nies on the muslin or calico or blanket 
sale. The loss in attentiveness on the 
part of the salespeople, who, after a 
time, get to know one, is one of the 
least of the evils of promiscuous shop- 
ping.

sideration is likely to have the same 
thoughtfulness displayed toward one- 
self. Saleswomen grow weary of haul- 
ing down innumerable heavy boxes or 
garments, even if they do politely pro- 
test that they don't mind in the least; 
saleswomen are only human. 


Every woman's exchange in the large 


towns has a list of women who will do 
shopping for one. These women make 
a business of doing such work, their 
commission being paid, not by the shop- 
per, but by the stores from which she 
purchases. Many women whose homes 
are out of town, or who are kept there 
by small children who need their con- 
stant attention, often have all their 
shopping done by these professional 
shoppers, and this with a great deal of 
satisfaction. 


One who lives in a city and has an 


account with any firm or is known as a 
reliable person may have goods sent 
to her home on approval. A number of 
selected articles are forwarded, and the 
ones most satisfactory are retained, or, 
f none of them are suitable and the 
merchant has nothing else in his stock 
which will do, all are returned with- 
out a purchase. Merchants complain of 
one disadvantage in this system and 
therefore make it a rule to discriminate 
;n regard to the persons to whom goods 
are sent on approval—women some- 
times have hats and gowns sent home 
that they may examine them or show 
them to the home trimmer or dressmak- 
er and duplicate them cheaply else- 
where. Of course it goes without say- 
ing1 that no lady ever thinks of such 
sharp practices, but there are women 
who do; but it is not long before they 
are found out, and favors at the hands 
of shop people for her become few. 


The best way to shop is to make a 


list of what is needed, not depending 
on the memoryi as most women do. 
The articles to be bought should be 
classified according to departments in 
which they are found. For instance, 
the different threads, needles, tapes and 
hairpins are to be found in tha notion 
department; muslins and all linens are 
generally near the same place, and so 
on. If the shopping list has been sys- 
tematized, it is amazing how soon the 
work is done. 
In a household whece there Is only 


a maid of all work it is a good plan to 
rise early and finish the housework as 
soon as possible, omitting anything that 
can be allowed to go over for a day. 
The servant maid will doubtless be glad 
of a day in the shops and will be quite 
willing to accompany her mistress to 
look after 
any small parcels or take 


care of the children while goods ars 
being examined. In some of the large 
stores there are ladies' reception rooms, 
and Bridget and the little ones can be 
left there while their mother does her 
buying. 


One cannot but be impressed with 


made on the farm. She, too, patronized 
the department store, for the country 
store in a small way was the prototype 
of the modern big department shops, 
keeping everything from sugar to shoe 
strings. 


In these days of gilt edged shopping 


nearly all the larger stores have recep- 
tion rooms supplied with easy chairs, 
tables for writing, couches and maids 
to minister to the weary shopper. The 
tables are supplied with telegraph 
blanks, writing paper and, sometimes, 
the daily papers, for the use of cus- 
tomers. On another floor will be a res- 
taurant where lunch may be ordered. 
So well managed are the majority of 
these restaurants that not only shop- 
pers, but the business people in the 
neighborhood are glad to use them. 


One large New York store talked of 


providing a line of stages to take shop- 
pers who purchased a certain amount 
to and fro from the railroad stations, 
but, whether the scheme did not prove 
practicable or profitable, it was aban- 
doned. 


Many of the best stores provide 


catalogues of their goods which they 
will mail to any customer, and those 
who are unable to come to the shop 
at any time will be given a good idea 
of the quality of different classes of 
goods, and by writing to the store, tell- 
ing what they need and inclosing the 
money, will usually fare as well as 
though they employed a professional 
shopper. 


In the fall it is not a bad idea to 


look out for bargains in summer fabrics 
not likely to prove unfashionable next 
year. These can be bought much cheap- 
er than at the beginning of the season. 
It is also a good time to begin doing 
one's Christmas shopping, for a month 
or two later the stores will be jammed 
with people, all cr the same en and 
bent and none of them accomplishing 
their work well because of the crowds.

I/CORING BACKWARD 


The Union street pavement was 


opened for traffic yesterday, giving to 
the public the use of the last brick that 
has been laid on our streets. There are 
no more new pavements to be opened 
thia year; the permanent work of the 
present administration has been com- 
pleted. 


It is interesting to look back, at this 


time, over the first four years of North 
Adams as a city. "We have had two 
mayors 
during1 that 
time—Messrs. 


Houghton and Cady. When the city 
was incorporated and Mayor Hough- 
ton took the oath of office there was not 
fc square foot of permanent street in 
North Adoams, nor did we become 
possessed of one until the following 
year. Now the main thoroughfares of 
the city are paved and good for many 
years. Mr. Houghton saw at once, on 
assuming the office of mayor, that per- 
manent streets were the great need of 
Jtforth Adams. He brought his large 
business experience and marked ability 
to bear on the problem a/nd the result! 
v,-as the plan of permanent improve- 
ments that has been in operation for 
three years. "When the plan was form- 
ulated it was laid before the board of 
trade, the board of trade unhesitatingly 
endorsed it and recommended it to the 
city council and the city council favor- 
ed the petitioning of the legislature for 
a special act embodying (Jie plan form- 
ulated by Mr. Houghton. Briefly the 
plan was to pave the streets at half the 
expense to. the city and half to the 
abutters, the money to be obtained by 
making long-term loans and 
the 


amount to be used not to exceed a cer- 
tain safe sum. The legislature favored 
us with the special act. 


The three-headed board of public 


works \vas done away with and the 
office of commissioner of public works 
established. James E. Hunter was ap- 
pointed commissioner and work was 
begun under the permanent improve- 
meat act. Main and Marshall streets 
were selected as the first streets to be 
paved, but before a block oould be put 
down a vast amount of preparatory 
"work had to be done. Surface sewers, 
domestic sewers, gas and water pipes 
had to be prepared for permanent bur- 
ial and grades had to be established. 
The amount of preparatory work on 
these streets and on the streets since 
paved was very great indeed. No one 
outside of those immediately engaged 
In it comprehends its magnitude. But 
the large amount of initial preparatory 
work was accomplished and late in the 
fall of 18D7 the people of this city were 
given the use of the first section of 
pavement. 
There was criticiam, but 


the critics have long since died. 


The two years of the Cady adminis- 


tration have been faithful to the per- 
manent imcrovement scheme devised 
and put into practice by their predeces- 
sors. The paving has been continued 
and now we have Main, Marshall, Hoi- 
den, Bank, State. Eagle and Union 
streets paved and in the prime of con- 
dition. Sidewalks to suit the new 
grades have been built In most cases, 
and the centre of the city excels in 
desirable streets, neatness and clean- 
liness the centre of any city of its 
size in the country. These fine streets 
have cost money and a good deal of it, 
but they are among the best assets the 
city possesses. No one who remem- 
bers the mud holes we used to call 
streets would vote to go back to the 
old condition of things. Expensive as 
are the pavements, the old conditions 
were much more costly. It was money, 
money all the time, and for nothing 
under the old conditions, whereas un- 
der the new conditions the middle of 
the road Is as good as the sidewalk, 
and many of the dollars that would be 
dumped in the mud if there were no 
pavements now find their way to the 
streets hi the outlying districts, much 
to their Improvement. And much more 


can be devoted to. tbe street^ of, 


the outlying district* sine* not half so 
much need now be consumed on the 
streets In the central part of the city. 


In four years we have practically re- 


built our city by continuing along the 
Ines laid down by the first administra- 
tion. We have brought order out of 
chaoa In the matter of street grades, 
we have perfected one of the beat do- 
mestic sewer systems in the state, we 
lave made a very large beginning In 
the matter of a surface sewer system, 
we have completed and protected an 
exceptional water supply, we have 
equipped ourselves with admirable and 
adequate school houses and we have 
milt permanent and handsome streets 
where once there was nothing but mud, 
slush or floods. Besides we have very 
materially improved our fire depart- 
ment, for which the credit Is due to 
Mayor Cady's administration. Perhaps 
no small city in the country has un- 
dertaken and so successfully accom- 
plished so much work In the short term 
of three years. 


Now that we have so fully made good 


the fault of years of wasteful temporiz- 
ng it is incumbent on us to be prudent 
and economical in the future. 
The 


duty of succeedlg mayors, particularly 
the succeeding mayor, will be the best 
care of what has already been provided 
and the strictest economy, an economy 
not unmindful of our actual needs, but 
one sternly set against avoidable ex- 
penditure. Our next mayor should take 
nto the office sound business prin- 
ciples, good judgment, the public con- 
fidence and that invaluable aualitv 
which is satisfied to be faithful In the. 
discharge of small things when the 
discharge of small things is the higher 
duty to do.

Philadelphia. Society Leaden Want 


Men to Be Able to Attend. 


A movement is on foot among a num- 


ber of fashionable people in Philadel- 
phia, including several recognized so- 
ciety leaders, to give their large enter- 
tainments this winter, such as teas. 
musicales, luncheons, dinners and re- 
ceptions, on Sunday. 


Tlie reason given for this innovation 


is that it is well nigh Impossible for 
men to be able to go to social functions, 
during the week, and the dearth of the 
male element at afternoon teas has 
done more than anything else to ren* 
der these Junctions unpopular, says the 
New York Times. It is argued by the 
advocates of Sunday entertainments 
that they are given in all large cities 
and are generally the most agreeable 
entertainments of the week. 


Edmund D. Lewis, whose musical 


entertainments are among the most 
agreeable given in Philadelphia during 
the winter, in speaking on this subject, 
said: "I think it would be nice to have 
entertainments on Sunday, and I see 
no harm whatever in them. In fact, I 
am thinking of giving a large musicale 
this winter on Sunday evening." 


Mrs. John H. Easby said: "I think 


that it would be wrong to give large 
formal entertainments on Sunday, such 
as would involve labor and work for 
servants, who should have Sunday as 
a day of rest. I see no harm, however, 
In music on Sunday afternoon, when a 
few friends drop in to take a cup of 
tea." 


Miss Agnes Repplier, the essayist, in 


giving her views on' the subject said: 
"Sunday is an occasion for informal 
Bocial functions that do not interfere 
with attendance at church in the morn- 
Ing or any regular devotional exercises. 
My ideal is the French Catholic Inter- 
pretation of Sunday—piety, rest and 
play combined. Piety is not incom- 
patible with healthful gayety, and the 
recreation that Sunday can blend with 
it is one of the most refreshing stimu- 
lants to our aspirations and efforts on 
the other six days."

THE TIME HAS COME 


For Readjustment of Wages in the Cotton 


Manufacturing Industry 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 24.—Manufac- 


turers are discussing the operatives' re- 
quest for a conference on the wage ques- 
tion in a very serious way. If it appears 
that the unions are wholly in earnest in 
making a demand for an increase, it is 
felt now that the mills will be compelled 
to deal with '-he matter along new lines 
There seems t« be no plan by which this 
city can dodge the difficulty of bem« the 
first battleground in wage troubles, and 
this being the case, many of the mill 
rnen feel that the time has come to agree 
upon some arrangement by which trade 
will not be disturbed until both sides al- 
low that just causes exist for it. Now 
that a large portion of tha goods pro- 
duced are sold under a trust agreement 
it is thought that a wage agreement will 
not be hard to arrive at in so far as tbe 
mill men are concern«d. 


The manufacturers' side of the case a^- 


It stands today is clearly stated by or.c 
of the men who have met the operatives 
representatives in the last 20 years. In 
substance he says that if the figures o, 
the past are to be/the basis »n which 
operatives make their request, an ad- 
vance cannot be granted. He says the 
margin is but 65 cents, as cloth is not 
felling at 2% cents, th* new quotation, 
but at 2% cents. One »f the local manu- 
facturers has the original paper wherein 
Robert Howard agreed that the margin 
should be at least 85 cents before the 
'present wage scale should go into effect. 
He says, too, that it has never yet been 
agreed what percentage a mill shall earn 
before considering the operatives' right 
to participate in the profits, so that in 
that respect there is no agreed basis on 
,whlch both parties can rely. It has been 
,the custom hitherto to work on the basis 
of the market price of cotton and the 
market price of cloth, and, if that It to be 
taken now, there Is no warrant, In his 
opinion, for an advance. This opinion 
Is very generally held by the mill men. 
He says that he question* very much 
whether the operative* Mould partici- 
pate in what he term* the speculative 
profits of the mills. 


At the present time the mills are show- 


Ing large earnings, but they come from 
tbe mile of goods produced a year or more 
ago from cheap cotton and che*p sup- 
plies, as well as a lowey wage llet than 
iiiiow in force. Supplier w&r» 2fin«weBf. 


iCneaper a year ago than tiny now are, 
Jabor was 12% percent cheaper, and cot- 
ton was as low as 5 cents per pound, 
,wMe today it is 7% cents. 


Some mills have profited greatly by 


.these conditions, while others could not 
profit by them because of being com- 
pelle'd to sell hand to mouth to meet in- 
Iterest, payrolls and other expenses. 
.Generally speaking, he thought the op- 
^ratlves had less reason to ask for an in- 
crease now than they had three months 
ago, when cotton was cheaper and goods 
were substantially as high as they now 
»re. 
, It will be seen, therefore, that manu- 
facturers can make out a strong case 
from their viewpoint; but despite this, 
,the members of the Textile council say 
they never saw a time when the con- 
ditions warranted an advance as they 
now do. 


They figure the margin as 76 cents. 


They take the quoted price for narro-nr 
goods at. 3 cents a yard and cotton at 7% 
cents a pound. They feel that regard- 
less of figures used in past conferences, 
they have reason for believing that the 
Cillls can make aarrmcb money on a lower 
jnargln than they had been led to think 
.was possible. They feel of course that 
they should participate in any profits 
pade by the mills because they come 
from maricet conditions. They argue 
that they have had to suffer losses in the 
past that arose from causes other than 
market conditions and hence they 6'hould 
be allowed to get the benefit of the man- 
agement's skill and shrewdness In buy- 
ing and Belling. 


Taking the two arguments as they ap- 


pear, therefore, it would seem that 
manufacturers are justified In tanking 
that the time has come for a readjust- 
ment of relations with the union* or the 
.operatives. It is now within the power 
of a few men to disturb trade seriously. 
,Not only is this city the gi-eatwt sufferer 
by prolonged agitation, but all New Eng- 
Jand suffers more or less In Us cotton 
trade through the effect the strong 
.unions here have on th* other unions 
that act with them. Manufacturers do 
not want to advance wages under th* 
present conditions, but the logic of events 
has forced them to a point where th«y 
must confer, discuss, and agitate, or be 
compelled to foe® the danger of a cur- 
.talrment In product at a time Wh«B there 
fc profit to be obtajhis*,

South Africa and Its People as 


Seen by an American. 


WAT TEE BOEBS TBAIN POSWAB, 


Children of Both 8**«s L«arm to Shoot 


Before They Learn to Read-Tbelr 
Wonderful Arnay Food — DUnt»o»d 
liteld of the PntBre —Boer* Tao*- 
oavhly Inured to Hardaklps. 
Harry 8. Michaels of St. Louis spent 


three years In South Africa as a pros- 
pector, having returned early this year. 
Michaels strenuously advises adven- 
turous or flght loving Americans to 
stay out of the country, says the St. 
Louis Republic. He says that It Is not 
an El Dorado at present. 


"The Americans down there now are 


none too popular. They are with some 
exceptions not representatives of the 
United States and do not do us much 
credit, outside of those who represent 
American concerns In a business way. 
Johannesburg Is the center of the gold 
country in the Transvaal, and for 50 
miles around It every claim is pegged 
out and staked. The mining section 
there Is OH a plain. Kimberley, which 
Is 500 miles away, Is the center of tho 
diamond field. It is in the Orange Free 
State and Cape Colony neighborhood 
and not In the Transvaal. 


"My belief is +hat the great diamond 


field of the future la around Pretoria. 
As that is the capital of the Boers' re- 
public they have been Jealous of for- 
eigners doing any prospecting there. If 
too many miners got into the neigh- 
borhood, guards would be needed, they 
argued, and that would give England a 
chance to send too many troops or po- 
lice into the Pretoria vicinity. That la 
the reason mining is discouraged near 
Pretoria. 
The war, of course, may 


change all tills, 


"Kruger Is certainly a plain man. He 


Bits on that famous porch of his and 
any man who cares may walk up and 
be Introduced and take a cup of coffee 
with the president on the porch. The 
government allows a good deal of cof- 
fee money. 


"Colonel Baden-Powell was m com- 


mand at the Mashongo rebellion In 
1896, while at the head of the Bechu- 
analand police. I saw him on horse- 
back often In those days. He seemed 
every Inch a soldier. He is a young 
looking man. 


"The Boers are certainly fine marks- 


men. When their boys and girls are 
old enough to mount a horse and han- 
dle a rifle, they are told t'o learn the 
art of riding and shooting. The boy 
Is told to take a horse and get supper. 
He Is not supposed to return till be 
brings some game with him. I have 
seen them shoot the bottord out of a 
bottle by sending the ball through the 
neck at 1,000 yards. They will certain- 
ly slaughter lots of Englishmen before 
the war is over. > The Boer children 
learn to shoot and ride before they 
learn to read. 


"Then, too, they have a great food 


that makes a first class army ration 
They call it billtongue. It is the tongue 
of a deer or cow dried in the sun or 
smoked till it looks like shoe leather- 
A slice of this placed in the mouth and 
allowed to dissolve sustains a Boer for 
24 hours. The billtongues are hard as 
a rock and do not take up much room 
when the Boers are campaigning. 


"The Transvaal is a barren country. 


Water is scarce. In winter the Vaal, 
the principal river, becomes swollen 
and carries away bridges, while in 
summer it dries up. I have seen water 
carts going through Johannesburg dur- 
ing the last drought and children with 
cups following them in order to catch 
the drippings of water. 
The Boers, 


though, are inured to thirst and can 
stand many hardships. 


"Natal, on the other hand, is the par- 


adise of South Africa. It is green all 
the time. It Is never colder than 30 
degrees there, and the only Ice you see 
Is a thin coating on the gutters at 
times In winter. Tet one feels the heat 
and cold more there than in St. Louis, 
as extremes are rarer. Durban Is as 
pretty as a picture. It has 80,000 in- 
^abltants, of whom 17,000 are East In- 
dians, 3,000 are natives and the rest 
are whites. These Indians are filthy, 
live six and seven in a room and can 
undersell and underbid the white busi- 
ness men and workingmen. 


"The country around Delagoa Bay Is 


a marshy, unhealthy place, which Is 
valuable because it has the nearest 
seaport to the Transvaal. There Is a 
railroad extending from Lourenco Mar- 
ques on the bay shore to Pretoria. 
Freight rates are very high in South 
Africa, and It is quite a saving to ship 
goods'to and from Delagoa Bay to the 
Transvaal rather than over the Cape 
railway. 


"Cape Town Is a healthy place, but 


once in awhile the stiff southeastern 
wind makes it very unpleasant there. 
Kingsbury Waterman of St. Louis, 
who died last year, was the manager 
of the Cape Town tramways or elec- 
tric cars. He was engaged in plans to 
run electric cars along the streets of 
Pretoria when death overtook him."

GRAVES OF DWARFS FOUND; 


Strange Skeleton* Plowed 


l:p In Suburb of St. Joseph. 


Workmen terracing King hill, an old 


landmark of northwestern Missouri, 
which is -to be converted into a resi- 
dence suburb of St. Joseph, have un- 
earthed a prehistoric cemetery. The 
remains of a race of dwarfs not allied 
with any tribe known to have Inhabit- 
ed this territory and unaccounted for 
by Indian legendary repose on the 
summit of King hill, which rises ab- 
ruptly from the Missouri river bottom 
to a height of 600" feet at a point just 
north and distant about 300 yards from 
the packing hqjise district and stock- 
yards of South St. Joseph. 


A feature remarkable in itself and 


especially'marked in connection with 
the dwarfish' remnants of prehistoric 
man found in this summit is the dis- 
covery of human bones, evidently 
those of a giant*,probably more than 
seven feet tall and big boned, says the 
Chicago Record. 


Low, flat heels, with small intelli- 


gence and marked animal propensities 
characterized this people. Heavy jaws 
and strong, well preserved teeth carry 
the records of their lives forward. 
Brutes, human, but inhumane, self re- 
liant, they were savages of a lower 
order than any we know today. 
Yet 


they honored their dead. Shells such 
as are found on the banks of many in- 
land streets, plentiful on the sand bars 
of the Missouri overlooked by King 
hill and stones of unusual hues, worth- 
less in the commercial marts of today, 
the playthings of children, were depos- 
ited in the graves, collections gathered 
in loving tribute to the memory of 
those unknown, even m race, to the 
historians of today. 


The ravage which time has wrought 


has left but fragmentary parts of the 
skeleton, which crumble into ashes 
upon exposure and handling. The big 
plow and the scrapers, with the tramp- 
ing of the horses, usually crush the 
brittle forms until it is difficult to re- 
store them to human semblance. 'One 
of the plows recently overturned a 
bunch of human hair, which, however, 
fell to pieces upon ..being handled. As 
preserved, it presents the unmistaka- 
ble evidences of hair from the«bead of 
a human being, although much of it 
has fallen into fine powder.

BRITAIN AND THE BOERS 


Real Issue Between England 


and the Transvaal. 


QUESTION OF SUZEBADF EIGHTS, 


Outline of t|ie Two Contentions Upon 


Which tl»e Controversy "Which Led 
to the Present War !• Based—What 
the Transvaal Quote* In Support of 
Its Cajie. 
The controversy between the British 


and the Bows which baa led to war is 
based npon two irreconcilable conten- 
tions, says the New York World. The 
British contention IB that Great Brit- 
ain has suzerain rights over the Trans- 
vaal republic and therefore may legal- 
ly interfere in the Internal affairs of 
the republic. In support of this view 
Mr. Chamberlain quotes the conven- 
tion of 1881, which''did undoubtedly 
give Great Britain i&e right to inter- 
fere in the internal affairs of the 
Transvaal republic. He maintains that 
that convention is still in force and 
that the convention of 1884 is merely a 
supplement to it The Transvaal's con- 
tention is that Great Britain has no 
suzerain rights over the Transvaal and 
no right whatever to interfere in its , 
Internal affairs. In support of the 
case it quotes: 


First—The official title of the con- 


vention of 1884, which is, "A conven- 
tion in substitution for the convention 
of Aug. 8, 1881." 


Second.—The words of Lord Derby, 


who negotiated the convention of 1884 
for tbe British, "By^the omission of

those articles of the convention of Pre- 
toria .which assigned to her majesty 
and to the British resident certain spe- 
cific powers * * *" connected with 
the 
internal government 
* * * 


your government will be left free to 
govern the country without interfer- 
ence." 


Third. — Mr. Chamberlain's own 


words a few months after the Jame- 
son raid in 1896, "To go to war with 
President Kruger to enforce upon 
him reforms in the internal affairs of 
his state. In which secretaries of state, 
standing in their places, have repudi- 
ated all right of interference—that 
would be a course of action which 
would be Immoral." 


When Mr. Chamberlain took up with 


the Transvaal government in October, 
1807, the matter of franchise reforms 
and the other points of difference, he 
based his representations not upon the 
moral ground, but upon the legal right 
of Great Britain to interfere in the 
Transvaal's internal affairs. 


The progress of the negotiations has 


revealed more and more clearly Great 
Britain's determination to insist upon 
the convention of 1881, which the 
Transvaal government has regarded 
and continues to regard as superseded 
by the convention of 1884. The Trans- 
vaal's disposition to yield all that 
Great Britain asked in the matter of 
Internal reforms has been clear, but 
that yielding has been based firmly 
npon Great Britain's abandonment of 
her claims to a legal right to internal 
Interference. 


Finally, In August, Great Britain be- 


gan to mass troops In South Africa. 
The Transvaal asked her why. She 
replied, through Sir Alfred Mllner, 
"These troops are here 1» order to pro- 
tect British interests and1 make pro- 
vision against eventualities." And on 
Sept. 10 the British government sent a 
note to tbe Orange Free State volun- 
tarily explaining northward move- 
ments of large bodies of British troops: 
"Tbe 
movement Is }n no way directed

gprennaenflB still hopeful of 


a friendly settlement of the differences 
which have arisen between them and 
the Transvaal. But if this hope should 
unfortunately be disappointed," etc. 
AM early as Aug. 26 Mr. Chamberlain 
said in a public address, "The issues 
of peace and of war are in the banda 
of President Kruger and of hia ad- 
visers." 


On Ang. 21 tbe Transvaal offered 


Great Britain more than she had ask- 
ed, but insisted that Great Britain 
must accompany acceptance of tbe 
offer with a definite agreement never 
again to raise the abrogated conven- 
tion of 1881, but always thereafter to 
stick to the convention of 1884. 
That is, the Transvaal government 
insisted that Great Britain should 
accept the concessions as the volun- 
tary act of an independent state 
and not as the yielding to a legal right, 
a formal admission by the Transvaal, 
republic that it Is not an independent < 
state. Mr. Chamberlain's reply reas- 
serts Great Britain's claim in this' 
language: "The imperial government 
has been compelled by the action of 
the government of the South Alrican 
Republic (the Transvaal), which has 
asserted the right of the republic to be 
a sovereign international state, abso- 
lutely to deny and repudiate" tbl*, 
claim." 


These facts make it clear: 
First—That Great Britain, through; 


Mr. Chamberlain, revived a claim' 
which she had formally abrogated In 
1884—a denial of the independence of 
the Transvaal republic. 


Second.—That the real difference be- 


tween Great Britain and the Transvaal 
was not about the franchise, but about 
this matter of independence. 


Third.—That Great Britain not only, 


threatened war, not only prepared to 
make war to enforce her claim to BOV-, 
ereignty over the Transvaal and to the 
right of interference In its internal af- 
fairs, but also in so many words an- 
nounced that war was the only alter- 
nativ 3 to accepting her commands. 
1 


Fourth.—That the Transvaal repub-j 


lie was prepared to agree to almost 
any terms Great Britain might com-| 
mand, short of the abandonment of itSj 
existence as an independent state. 


Finally, it may be said that the 


Transvaal republic again and again' 
offered to submit any and all points in 
dispute to impartial arbitration, and' 
Great Britain steadily refused.

TESTING A CRUISER'S ROLL.Ii 
Important Experiment* on the New 


Or lean» In Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
Important tests of the stability of a 


cruiser of the United States navy were 
made recently by the naval constructor' 
at the Brooklyn navy yard. There was 
a crowd of interested spectators at 
dock No. 3, all bent upon witnessing 
this official decision as to whether the 
New Orleans would prove seaworthy,' 
It is an odd fact about the New Or-' 
leans that she was bought from the 
government of Brazil by this govern-, 
ment in order to prevent her coming 
Into the possession off the government 
of Spain. This transaction was follow-i 
ed by her passage northward without 
damage In the last war. 
i 


The serious charge has been brought 


against the New Orleans that she rolls 
too much', says the New York Press. 
The cruiser was tested In the Brooklyn' 
dock by floating and by experiments 
with weights affecting her draft. One 
of these weights was an anvil weighing| 
15,000 pounds. This, burden caused' 
the cruiser to list she inches to star- 
board when placed upon that side. An- 
other test caused a list to port of eight 
Inches. Yet another weight of 17,650 
pounds was placed on board, and this 
caused a list so serious as to alarm i 
naval experts as to the safety of thej 
vessel.

. STARTING THE BUSS WORKS 


Town of Berkshire Again a Scene of 


Business Industry 


The little village of Berkshire in the 


town of Lanesboro has again become a 
lively business town in the starting up 
of an industry that promises to he 
of no little importance, not only to the 
town of Lanesboro and contiguous ter- 
ritory, but to the whole of Berkshire 
con-ny 
The old Berkshire glass com- 


pany i« to be run again. 
It is going to 


bf a corporation, whose stockholders 
are the employes, a novel arrangement 
for thi1* part of the country, but one 
which has worked successfully else- 
wh'-re. 


For the .past few weeks plans have 


been quietly perfecting for the forma- 
tion of what is to be knovin as the 
Berkshire Co-Operative 
Glass com- 


pany. The corporatfon is to be formed 
under the laws of Maine, and the char- 
ter, M hich was applied far recently, is 
expected to arrive within the coming 
week. Its capitalization is to be $50,- 
000. 
Already these temporary officers 


have been elected: President, Conrad 
Hines of Beikshire; vice president, 
William Kelly; secretary, J. C. Hines; 
treasurer, W. G. Harding of Pittsfield. 
One of the four furnaces, which have 
felt practically no warmth since 1895, 
has already been started. The firm ex- 
pected to start operations Saturdaybut 
delay in the arrival of coal necessitat- 
ed a postponement. 


The idea of the incorporators of this 


new firm is primarily to run the Berk- 
shire plant in opposition to the trust 
known as the American glass company, 
which controls about 75 per cent, of 
the glass-producing factories in this 
country. The Berkshire plant is the 
only glass manufacturing plant In New 
England.

Great Enthusiasm Last Night 


Defeat of Dartmouth

"Williams 12, Dartmouth 10." Thew 


words, in a telegram from Hanover, 
last Saturday evening, aroused in the 
undergraduates of Williams college a 
tide of enthusiasm which bids fair 
to revolutionize Williams athletics and 
to mark a totallv new era in them. 
There was naturally a spontaneous 
celebration Saturday night and it was 
intended that the college in a body 
should welcome the team at the station 
on their arrival, but in deference to 
public opinion regarding the Sabbath 
it was deferred until Monday night. At 
a college meeting1 yesterday afternoon 
all plans were laid sncl committees" ap- 
pointed for the 
biggest celebration 


Williams ever saw. 


TTnder the glare of torches and amid 


the clamor of tin horns the students 
,met at the gymnasium, and formed by 
classes for the parade. The whole col- 
lege was in line, and led by a drum 
corps, the students 
marched 
down 


Spring strfet, back to Main, up past 
the Oreylork and back down through 
Mission Park and back to Goodrich 
hall. The members of the team occu- 
pied a barge in the position of honor 
between the senior and junior classes, 
and cheers were constantly given along 
the- line of march for every player. 


There weie fireworks galore and 


many of the merchants and townspeo- 
ple, and especially the Greylock, hon- 
O'-ecl the victory by illumination. When 
Goodrich hall was reached, the classes 
marched in, singing college songs, ac- 
companied by an excellent orchestra, 
and, standing, waited the coming of the 
team, who walked to their seats in 
front through a lane of cheerinig stu- 
dents. It was an ovation, and one that 
will always be a traditioni in the col- 
lege. 
,The stage was occupied by the speak- 
ers of the evening and the orchestra. 
The master of ceremonies, Mr. Stod- 
dard, 1900, in ai apt speech introduced 
the first speaker. President Carter, who 
with ready eloquence, praised the team 
the victory and the college, and mocked 
at Dartmouth, who is in "another 
class." 


After his Professors Spring and Hew- 


itt spoke in much the same vein. 


Dr. Olds, president of the athletic 


council, then gave an outline of the 
papt athletic policy and urged the co- 
operation of the college in getting1 a 
new field. Dr. Perry followed him with 
a rousing speech that caused the wild- 
est enthusiasm. Nor did any of these 
gentlemen forget 'to rub it in on Dart- 
mouth, "who is too strong for Wil- 
liams " 


Captain Draper in a few hearty words 


thanked the college for the honor done 
him and his team and gave the as- 
surance that with the college back of 
him he would try to, and be fairly sure 
o' landing the championship. 


Mr. Leonard, '95, and Manager Make- 


peace also spoke. The program was 
interspersed with; .music by the college 
orchestra, college songs and repeated 
heers for the various speakers and the 
team. As a whole it was a celebration 
that every man in the college will re- 
member as long as he lives, and one 
that will go down in the annals of the 
college for many years to come. Moie 
than this, it has strengthened the ties 
between the student body and the fac- 
ulty and has shown that the powers 
that be have the best interests o-f the 
college athletics at heart. Berkshire 
may well be proud of the college which 
in the words of President Carter, "Can- 
not be the largest in New England, but 
is the best!"

Interesting Figures Given In Annual 


Report of Northampton Institution 


The annual report of the Northamp- 


ton lunatic hospital, In which a number 
of local persons are now being treated, 
has been made by Dr. John A. Houston, 
the superintendent. It contains a num- 
ber of faets that will be of interest to 
local readers. The improvements made 
possible by the appropriation of $45,000 
last year are now practically completed. 
They include many enlargements and 
added conveniences and a library, new 
dispensary, fireproof stairways 
and 


scientific instruments. A new passen- 
ger elevator has also been put in. 


At the coming session of the legisla- 


ture <»n appropriation of $40,000 will be 
asked for, to be expended in the con- 
struction of an infirmary building in 
which those who are physically ill and 
those who are mentally convalescent 
shall be cared for. The plans have al- 
ready been drawn and estimates se- 
cured. 


The treasurer's report shows the fol- 


lowing: Inventory of stock and sup- 
plies, $75,011; receipts, $107,622; expen- 
ditures, $104,446; cash on hand, $3176; 
resources, $31,013; liabilities, $10,268. The 
co&t of maintaining each patient has 
bepn $169.59 per year, or $2.26 per week. 


Thp following statistics concerning 


inmates will be of interest: Number of 
patient* in the hospital October 1, 1898, 
was 563; admitted within the year, 
220; 


whole number of cases within the year, 
783; 
discharged within the year, 193; 


discharged 
as 
recovered, 
56; 
as

as not improved, 40; voluntary depar- 
ture, 1; addicted to opium habit, 2; 
deaths, 
52; patients remaining, 590; 


patients supported by the state, 90;

daily average number of patients, 563. 
Of the patients treated in the year 4S 
per cent were born in Massachusetts, 
3S per cent were foreign born and 60 
per-cent were of foreign parentage. 


The statistics of causes show the 


usual percentages as due to intemper- 
ance and dissipation, varying only with 
the larger percentage shown of casa.3 
tlue to old age. Tne increase is not dui 
to greater amount of insanity, but to 
the more prevalent 
custom among 


families of committing- those who are 
weak-minded from, age to public insti- 
tutions. 
This custom arises 
from 


greater 
confidence in the general 


treatment at hospitals. Such cases are 
generally hopeless so far as mental 
health is concerned, and, as they have 
nearly reached the end of the span of 
life, the death rate of the hospital is 
increased. 


Twenty-two patients over -70 were 


brought to the hospital, one of -nhom 
was in a dying condition and lived but 
half an hour after his arrival. Under 
the new law, which provides that a 
patient may return within six months 
without the formality of recommitment 
79 patients were permitted to return to 
their homes. Of these, 53 did not re- 
turn. 


The training school for nurses has 


proved very successful. 
There are 


about 50 members of> the school, about 
half being women. 


Dr. Houghton referred to the recent 


outbreak of typhoid fever .saying that 
the cause was still obscure. It might 
have come from eating some article of 
food wholly unsuspected at the time 
and utterly impossible is be specified 
now.
